It didn’t take long for gay-marriage opponents nationwide to 
prociaim Massachusetts ground zero in the battle for all they 
consider decent and good. In the hours following Tuesday's 
Supreme Judicial Court ruling, conservative groups were eager 
to encourage people both inside and outside the Commonwealth 
to make a stand here 

“We'll definitely be sending people to the state, and ultimately 
other resources, monetary and otherwise,” said Mathew Staver, 
president and general counsel of Liberty Counsel, an Orlando, 
Florida—based legal-defense organization dedicated to what it 
defines as traditional family values 
“We're going to commit a lot of our 
resources there.” 

“For the next 180 days we're going to 
be looking at Massachusetts.” said Jan 
LaRue, chief counsel for Concerned 
Women for America, a 500,000- 
member organization based in 
Washington, DC. “They have made up 
this right of same-sex marriage out of 
whole cloth’ 

“We're looking to assist the 
grassroots activists in Massachusetts,” 
said Stephen Crampton, chief council 
for the Tupelo, Mississippi-based 
American Family Association Center for 
Law and Policy. “Our organization is 
going to do everything in its power now 
to make this an issue for the entire 
country.” 

“This opinion today in Massachusetts only serves to bolster 
the movement,” said Joe Glover, president of Family Policy 
Network in Forest, Virginia. Glover compares this, along with the 
recent Lawrence v. Texas decision, to Roe v. Wade and its effect 
on the anti-abortion movement — except that “you'll see a much 
faster movement to ban gay marriage, because the political 
infrastructure is already in place: the fundraising structure, the 
communications channels, and so on.” 

“There has been an apathy among most citizens on this 
issue,” Crampton said. “Will this awaken that sleeping majority? | 
hope it will. | think it should.” 

“It hasn't really slapped them in the face before this. This goes 
directly to the heart of the matter,” said Staver, adding, “It 
undermines the entire foundation on which our culture is based.”

“If we do not amend the 
Massachusetts State 
Constitution ... we will lose 
marriage in this nation,” said 
Tony Perkins, president of the 
Family Research Council in 
Washington, DC, in a 
statement. 

Others, including Crampton 
plan to lobby the legislature in a 
different direction: they will urge 
it to defy the SJC and refuse to 
enact a same-sex-marriage law 
“That would not take place 
without pretty vocal, strenuous 
opposition,” he concedes — so 
that's exactly what his group is calling for. 

For the moment, these groups are mostly advocating letter- 
writing and phone calls, but as things heat up, their organized 
opposition could escalate into public demonstrations. “We 
certainly wouldn't rule that out at this point,” said Crampton 
“Peaceful protest is a time-honored tradition in this country.” 

Conservative religious activists had their poison pens out 
Tuesday to fuel that protest, framing the ruling in nearly 
apocalyptic terms. “We are witnessing the collapse of a once- 
great society,” wrote J. Edward Pawlick, attorney for 
Massachusetts Citizens for Marriage. 

“The Massachusetts Supreme Court delivers yet another blow 
to civilization,” wrote William Murray, chair of the Religious 
Freedom Coalition, in Washington. Murray went on to place gay

A trip to the grocery store used to be a trip to the grocery 
store. Now it’s a minefield of moral dilemmas. In regard to 
chickens, a blogger named Joseph Haines has framed the ques- 
tion thusly: all chickens, including laying hens, eventually get 
the ax. Which of the following do you want on your plate? 

1) A caged chicken who, after a life of misery, hears the 
blade whistling down and thinks: free at last, or 

2) A cage-free chicken whose final thought, after an exis- 
tence of ease and comfort, is: ooh, bummer 

You see the problem. Even in the case of egg-producing 
chickens, in the final analysis we're talking about eating the 
flesh of our fellow creatures — and before we kill them, we like 
to breakfast on their potential progeny. We don’t really get off 
the hook, ethically speaking, by being nice to our victims. 

But you like eggs. You’re willing to settle if they're produced 
with a minimum of suffering. Labeling terminology isn’t much 
help. A eee 

* Cage free. No legal meaning, but some egg farmers think 
the term is less misleading than “free range” (see below), 
which suggests happy hens pecking for grubs in the barnyard. 
If the barnyard is in Minnesota and it’s January, that ain't 
gonna happen. 

° Free range, free roaming. Here’s the US Department of 
Agriculture definition of these terms in its entirety: “Producers 
must demonstrate to the Agency that the poultry has been al- 
lowed access to the outside.” In other words, there has to be a 
door, and it has to be open at least part of the time. The chick- 
ens don’t necessarily have to take advantage, and they often 
don’t. UK researchers studying commercial poultry farms say 
only 15 percent of chickens who have the opportunity ever 
leave the hen house. The secret, they say, is to plant shade trees 
in the barnyard. Others say, let’s not make this too complicated 

if you want the chickens to go outside the hen house, put 
their food outside the hen house. Not that “outside” is neces- 
sarily any Garden of Eden. In January 2003, Consumer Reports 
noted, “When we visited one free-range chicken farm a few 
years ago, we found a penned, 10x30-foot patch of dirt topped 
with chicken manure and grass.” The USDA hasn’t established 
criteria for the size of the “range” or the amount of space per 
bird, so things can get nearly as crowded outside as inside. 
Free-range chickens are typically debeaked, just like the caged 
kind, and the males are killec 
eggs. 

¢ Free farmed. This term, which has been trademarked by 
the American Humane Association, means that a farm com- 
plies with AHA standards to ensure that its animals are free of 
hunger, unnecessary fear and pain, etc. Earning the “free 
farmed” label involves an initial inspection and annual recertifi- 
cation. It’s the most rigorous program I've heard of, but unless 
you visit the farms yourself you're still basically taking things 
on faith. 

That brings me to my main point. Whatever else may be said 
for the organic-farming movement, it has saved a lot of small 
producers who otherwise would’ve been forced to the wall by 
big commercial operations and their economies of scale. The 
more technologically savvy mom-and-pop outfits have Web 
sites complete with photos of happy chickens frolicking in the 
sunshine. Sure, nothing prevents these folks from lying. Noth- 
ing prevents your mom from lying either. The fact is that the 
Internet enables consumers to have a more direct relationship 
with the producers of their morning eggs than they've had at 
any time since grandpa left the farm. If you’re all that con- 
cerned about chicken welfare — and if you want more than 
the assurances on the egg carton to go on — you might as well 
take advantage. #

The print media, no 
surprise, were much better equipped to put 

it ail in context in Wednesday's papers. For one, 
everyone immediately understood what a big 
deal the SJC decision is. News of the ruling led 
the New York Times (MARRIAGE BY GAYS GAINS 
BIG VICTORY IN MASSACHUSETTS), the Washing- 
ton Post (GAY MARRIAGE IS A RIGHT, MASSACHU- 
SETTS COURT RULES), and USA Today (MASS 
COURT: STATE CAN’T BLOCK SAME-SEX MAR- 
RIAGES). Both dailies in Boston blew out their 
covers for headlines: GAYS HAVE RIGHT TO 
MARRY, SJC SAYS IN HISTORIC RULING from the 
Globe, and THEY DO: TOP COURT SAYS GAYS HAVI 
RIGHT TO MARRY from the Herald 

Still, there was an across-the-board failure to 
put the ruling in historical context. No one, for 
instance, compared this ruling in Goodridge v. 
Department of Public Health with the California 
Supreme Court’s 1948 ruling in Perez v. Sharp, 
which found that the Golden State’s ban on al- 
lowing interracial couples to wed was unconsti- 
tutional. Perez, like Goodridge, was decided by a 
4-3 margin and was the first decision of its kind 
in the country. Just 19 years after the California 
high court ruled in Perez, the US Supreme 
Court struck down miscegenation laws across 
the land in the aptly named Loving v. Virginia. 
Might we expect a similar timeline for the rights 
of all lesbian and gay couples throughout the 
United States to wed? And if not, why not?

On Tuesday, Governor Mitt Romney issued a 
strongly worded statement disagreeing with the 
SJC decision, saying, in part, that marriage “is a 
special institution that should be reserved for a 
man and a woman” and pledging to work with 
the legislature to amend the state Constitution 


to ban same-sex marriages. During a press con- 
ference the same day, he again mentioned back- 
ing an amendment to the Constitution. Whether 
he files his own bill or supports Travis’s, this 
was the first time that Romney had said publicly 
he would work to change the state Constitution 
The governor’s stark words this week, as Isaac- 
son notes, are “bad news” because Romney 
“carries a lot of clout” with some legislators at 
the State House 

Although Isaacson fears that the state Consti 
tution could easily end up amended in three 
years’ time so as to ban the civil marriages of 
same-sex couples, the possibility raises a bizarre 
scenario: the state would have to undo the thou- 
sands of marriages of gay and lesbian couples 
who would, presumably, have gotten hitched in 
the interim. “They'll still be married,” Barrios 
says, regardless of whether the legislature does 
eventually succeed in outlawing them 

According to the 2000 US Census, there are 
more than 70,000 same-sex couples in the 
Commonwealth.

court will not find a separate-but-equal solution 
constitutionally acceptable. But former Senate 
president Tom Birmingham, who is now a 
lawyer with the Boston-based firm Palmer and 
Dodge, believes just the opposite 

When Birmingham read the SJC decision on 
Tuesday, he homed in on one particular phrase 
In its findings, the court states that barring an 
individual from the “protections, benefits, and 
obligations of civil marriage” solely because 
that person would wed someone of the same 
gender violates the Constitution. The words 
“protections, benefits, and obligations” imme- 
diately struck Birmingham as “ambiguous.” 
Why use them, he asks? He then continues, 
“I’m sure those words were chosen very care- 
fully. And some legislators could interpret them 
as an invitation by the court to do Vermont- 
style civil unions.” 

Therefore, Birmingham — and others — 
wouldn’t be surprised if legislators were to 
make use of the next 180 days to rally around a 
civil-union bill currently filed on Beacon Hill. 
“My guess is legislators would much prefer civil 
unions over civil marriage,” he says. And it’s a 
fair assessment. Last September, Senate presi- 
dent Robert Travaglini took the unusual step of 


publicly announcing his support for Vermont- 
style legislation that would grant same-sex cou- 
ples some of the benefits and privileges that 
flow from marriage — such as the ability to in- 
clude a spouse on a family health plan and 
make health decisions for a spouse who has 
been hospitalized. And earlier this month, John 
Rogers, the House Ways and Means chair and 
a past foe of gay rights, publicly confirmed that 
he and a handful of his House colleagues have 
been quietly working behind the scenes this fall 
on a civil-union measure similar to the one en 
acted in Vermont. Now that the SJC has hand- 
ed down its ruling, Representative Byron Rush- 
ing, who’s sponsoring a bill that would grant 
same-sex couples the right to marry, expects to 
see even more support on the Hill for civil 
unions. As he puts it, “It’s possible that Ill walk 
up to the State House and find dozens of born- 
again civil-union supporters.” 

Civil unions stop well short of what marriage 
grants, however. And advocates like Isaacson 
and Josh Friedes of the Freedom To Marry 
Coalition adamantly oppose such a compro- 
mise. Especially now, since, as Friedes says, 
“there’s an incredible window of opportunity to 
get legislators to understand the importance of 
civil marriage for gay families.” He and his fel- 
low advocates have already begun laying the 
groundwork. This past Monday, for instance, 
at a midday State House briefing, Friedes led a 
group of 30 or so legislators and aides through 
the nuts and bolts of the Coalition’s October 
poll. While laying out the overwhelmingly fa- 
vorable conclusions — that a strong majority 
of Massachusetts voters believes the rights of 
civil marriage should be available to all resi- 
dents, and that an equally strong majority re- 
jects the current constitutional amendment 
audience members seemed rapt in their atten- 
tion. They sat with chins in palms. They fever- 
ishly scribbled notes. They nodded vigorously 
in acceptance. 

Only once did the subject of civil unions dis- 
tract from the brilliance of civil marriage, when 
an aide wondered aloud if it was possible that 
poll participants “confused civil marriage with 
civil unions.” Friedes and the pollster, Bob 
Meadows, dismissed the possibility, since 90 
percent of respondents had identified them 
selves as either married, widowed, or divorced 
In other words, they said, participants had a 
firm understanding of what the term “civil mar- 
riage” means. But the aide didn’t seem quite 
convinced. “I’m not so sure that people are 
making the distinction between the two legal- 
ly,” he responded. After all, for the general 
public — just as for many in the legislature 
“civil union” has become something of a eu- 
phemism for gay marriage 


HATEVER HAPPENS in the months 

ahead, one thing seems certain: there will 
be an ugly, bruising legislative fight. By all ac- 
counts, the backlash set in motion by the SJC 
decision has only just begun. Backers of the 
constitutional amendment are looking to ratch- 
et up their own rhetoric. There are the organ- 
ized appeals from the Massachusetts Family In- 
stitute, whose president, former Georgia legis 
lator Ron Crews, knows well the ins and outs 
of effective campaigning. There are the organ 
ized appeals from the Massachusetts Catholic 
Conference, whose leader, Boston archbishop 
Sean O’Malley, has reinforced the Church's 
stalwart opposition to same-sex marriage 

Given all the pressure, legislators on the 
fence may simply crumble and hide. Those op- 
posed to civil marriage for same-sex couples 
will almost surely try to muddy the waters. Or 
to suggest that the SJC didn’t say what it actu- 
ally said. Representative Rushing cogently sums 
up the sentiment among gay-rights advocates 
and-their legislative allies: “The best way to de- 
scribe what we will have to work against is mis- 
chief.” 

But in the end, it seems, advocates might 
say, “So be it.” For in the end, as GLAD’s Bo- 
nauto says, “We now have a constitutional rul- 
ing from the court saying that equal means 
equal, and there’s no exception in the Constitu- 
tion for gay and lesbian citizens. That is the 
bottom line.” S

“| think if we’ve learned a lesson in this 
campaign season and the last campaign sea- 
son, it’s that people like McCain and Dean 
caught fire and catch fire because they are not 
cautious political people,” Tracy says. “It’s a 


risky strategy, but I think you'd get credit for 
being a straight shooter.” 

Perhaps the most ‘intractable problem in 
politics today is low voter turnout. And that 
suggests yet another opportunity for Democ- 
rats. 

Consider the advice of David Tseng, execu- 
tive director of Parents, Families, and Friends 
of Lesbians and Gays (PFLAG). A senior ad- 
viser on economic issues in the Clinton ad- 
ministration, Tseng helped draft PFLAG’s am- 
icus curiae brief in the Lawrence case 

His recommendation to whoever wins the 
Democratic nomination: “Support civil mar- 
riage, unequivocally, without condition. That 
candidate, | think, would draw community 
members in droves to his or her candidacy.” 

It’s easy for Democrats to take gay and les- 
bian voters for granted. But what, Tseng asks, 
of those who aren’t energized enough to regis- 
ter and vote? He predicts that “tens of thou- 
sands” of new voters would turn out for a 
candidate who openly supported civil-mar- 
riage rights for same-sex couples 

“Think what two or three percentage points 
could do in a closely divided country,” Tseng 
says. “If you had someone who went to the 
convention and said, ‘I will lead, not follow, 
on this issue,’ there would be a roar across 
this country the likes of which we have never 
heard before.” 

And that, after all, is the best kind of wedge 
issue. It unites your supporters. It divides 
your opponents. It gives you a real chance of 
winning. 

The Republicans figured that out a long 
time ago. Now, civil-marriage rights for same- 
sex couples give Democrats a chance to claim 
the wedge for themselves. 

Will they have the wit — and the guts — to 
do it? Probably not. Yet if they did, they might 
find their support for equality to be not just a 
matter of principle, but a matter of political 
pragmatism as well e

for denying lesbian and gay couples the 
right to wed. Undoubtedly, some will 

question the legal basis for the historic 
Goodridge ruling. But the soundness of 


the Court’s deci- 
sion is best illus- 
trated by con- 
trasting it with the 
primary argu- 
ments of the 
bench’s three dis- 
senters. 

To begin with, 
dissenting justices 
Martha Sosman 
and Robert Cordy 
rely heavily on the

Indeed, many of

(One is reminded 
of the infamous comment that the laws of 
England, in their fairness and wisdom, 
punished the rich and the poor alike for 
stealing a loaf of bread.) Spina’s sugges- 
tion would seem as idiosyncratic as it is 
laughable but for the fact that it is reiter- 
ated by dissenting Justice Robert J.

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WEDDING BELLS, from page 21 
sification is not drawn between men and 
women or between heterosexuals and ho- 
mosexuals,” wrote Cordy, “any of whom 
can obtain a license to marry a member 
of the opposite sex.”

ARSHALL AND HER allies were 

faced with only one significant 
counterargument — that this decision 
should be left to the legislature. Marshall 
advanced one reason for not deferring: it 
is up to courts to enforce constitutional 
rights when the other branches of gov- 
ernment fail in their duty to do so, and 
the legislature has, indeed, failed. What 
no one said, but which surely bears men- 
tioning, is that little more than a week 
before the SJC issued its decision, state 
legislative leaders announced that they 
were postponing the debate on whether 
to amend the state constitution to bar 
marriages of same-sex couples in favor of 
waiting for the SJC’s decision. With the 
legislature voluntarily abandoning an op- 
portunity to arrive at its own solution, 
the SJC filled the vacuum. This can hard- 
ly be called judicial usurpation of the leg- 
islature’s prerogative. 

The four justices in the majority were 
careful to base their decision on state 
constitutional grounds. This means that 
the Commonwealth has no basis on 
which to seek review by the US Supreme 
Court, which has jurisdiction to decide 
federal constitutional questions. The 
SJC’s reliance on the Massachusetts De- 
claration of Rights is hardly revolution- 
ary, even if this particular application is 
surely a bold step. In a 1982 case, for ex- 
ample, the SJC held that Massachusetts 
courts have to provide more protection 
against the use of coerced confessions 
than the Fifth Amendment to the Bill of 
Rights and the US Supreme Court de- 
mand. The next year, the SJC ruled that 
the state constitution’s free-speech provi- 


sion applied to the rights of a person to 
solicit signatures on a candidate’s nomi- 
nation petition in a private shopping cen- 
ter, even though three years earlier the 
US Supreme Court had refused to extend 
similar protection to shopping center 
leafletters under the free-speech provi- 
sion of the First Amendment. And the 
SJC ruled in the 1984 Upton case that 
the state constitution provides more pri- 
vacy protection than the Fourth Amend- 
ment (limiting police search and seizure). 
(Interestingly, back then Maureen Brod- 
off, one of the Goodridge plaintiffs, had 
filed a friend-of-the-court brief on 


change. Thus, the SJC majority opinion 
cited a 1904 case in which the SJC re- 
fused to follow an ancient rule “that the 
wife’s legal residence was that of her 
husband.” In 1976 the SJC threw out 
another old legal doctrine that immu- 
nized a husband against certain lawsuits 
because that rule was based on “ante- 
diluvian assumptions concerning the 
role and status of women in marriage 
and in society.”

O WHAT KIND of a book is Howard 
Dean: A Citizen’s Guide? The en- 
counter in St. Albans aside, it is a serious, 
somewhat dry read.

And it may 
contain a few surprises for newly minted 
liberal Dean supporters enamored of his 

opposition to the war in Iraq 

For instance, when Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Dean succeeded Republican gover- 
nor Richard Snelling, who died of a heart 
attack in 1991, his approach to closing 
the state’s deficit was, if anything, even 
more conservative than that of his budg- 
et-cutting predecessor. 

Dean’s record on the environment is 
decidedly mixed. On the one hand, he 
was progressive on issues such as ac- 
quiring and setting aside open space 
On the other, he ran roughshod over 
the state’s regulatory officials in easing 
environmental rules in order to court 
business development. “He was a great 
conservationist as opposed to an envi

As Van Susteren argues in his “Editor’s 
Note,” channeling Molly Ivins on Bush, the 
best way to determine what kind of president 
Dean would make is to take a close look at 
what kind of governor he was. 

In that light, Howard Dean: A Citizen’s 
Guide is a worthwhile read for anyone trying 
to decide whom to support in the 2004 De- 
mocratic primaries. @

Bollywood films, is going away for 
300d. Staples, the Framingham-based 
office-supply behemoth, has bought the 
Alliston Cinema building, which is 
flanked by Dunkin’ Donuts next door 
and TJ Maxx down the block, with 
plans to tear it down and open a 
14,000-square-foot Staples store; 
construction is scheduled to start in 
March, according to the Allston’s 
manager, Garo Nigoghossian. “It’s 
going to make the street look like a 
strip mall.” A spokesperson for Staples 
confirmed the sale and construction 
plans. 

The most recent casualty of the 

\lston Cinema’s screening history was 
Allston Cinema Underground, which 
was run by the Coolidge Corner’s Clinton 


Wednesdays,” which Nigoghossian 
runs.

eonard Bernstein’s career as a composer 
lways left him poised uncomfortably 

between “serious music” and Broadway. That 
he was always better known for West Side 
Story than his three symphonies discouraged 
Lenny no end. When he left the New York 
Philharmonic, in 1969, it wasn’t to write 
show tunes but to compose a Masterpiece, 
one that never materialized 

Few of his works illustrate this dilemma 
better than Candide, which he once called “a 
personal love letter to European music.” By 
“European music” he meant the light-opera 
tradition that encompasses Gilbert & 
Sullivan, Offenbach, and Bellini. All the more 
surprising, then, that it had its origins in 
Joseph McCarthy's anti-Communist witch 
hunts of the 1950s. To Bernstein and 
playwright Lillian Hellman, who wrote the 
book for the original production, the parallels 
between the dangerous phony moralism 
espoused by Voltaire’s priests and the 
smearings by the House Un-American 
Activities Committee could not have been 
clearer. Setting Voltaire’s brilliantly satiric 
novella would be their response. 

The artistic marriage was an unhappy one, 
however. Hellman’s script was thought 
clumsy and awkward, obscuring the light

So what is Candide? Its most common 
designation — operetta — is evidence that it 
isn’t really at home in the concert hall or the 
theater. Most of the songs have the sound 
and the feel of show tunes, but the music 
outdoes almost every other Broadway show in 
sophistication, even Bernstein’s other works 
in the medium. “Paris Waltz,” the formidable 
coloratura aria “Glitter and Be Gay,” “Best of 
all Possible Worlds,” and the concluding 
“Make Our Garden Grow” bring Candide into 
the company of Johann Strauss’s Die 
Fledermaus and Jacques Offenbach’s Les 
contes d’Hoffmann.

Oklahoma! comes to PBS

Jackman boasts a flexible, clear-ringing voice and a 
macho manner of striding the stage, and he does his 
own dancing in the dream ballet that ends act one 
(Alfred Drake in the 1943 Broadway premiere and 
Gordon MacRae in the 1995 film had dancer stand- 
ins). When you hear him open the show with “Oh, What 
a Beautiful Mornin’,” you know you’re in for a beautiful 
three hours of a 19th-century American day. 

The other breakout performance is Shuler Hensley’s 
as Jud Fry, the creepy farmhand who lives down in the 
smokehouse on Laurey’s farm and has a wall full of 
photos of naked ladies. At the end, of course, Jud gets 
his deserts and Curly gets the girl; nonetheless, 
Hensiey took Olivier and Tony Awards for the London 
production. 

The women are less compelling. Josefina Gabrielle is 
a former member of the National Ballet of Portugal, so 
like Jackman, she does her own dancing (the Broadway 
premiere and the Hollywood film also used stand-ins for 
Laurey). She has a good enough voice, but she portrays 
Laurey as a bit of a tease and a brat who expects Curly 
to wait around until she’s ready to fall into his arms. 
There’s more true grit in her Aunt Eller, who’s played — 
and well danced — by Maureen Lipman with a broad 
Midwestern twang and the air of being in charge. 

Another break with tradition is that Agnes de Mille’s 
legendary dances have been replaced with 
choreography by Susan Stroman, though Stroman sticks 
to de Mille’s structure, especially for the dream ballet. 
One big difference is that Stroman has turned “The 
Farmer and the Cowman” into the show’s major dance 
production. De Mille choreographed the song as well, 
but Stroman’s scheme is more gritty, athletic, and 
violent, in keeping with director Trevor Nunn’s darker 
vision of the milieu. 

America was at war when the original production of 
Oklahoma! opened on Broadway. The patriotic fervor of 
Rodgers & Hammerstein's invocation of life on the 
Western plains hit a responsive nerve: the show ran in 
New York for more than 2000 performances and 
spawned numerous road companies, the film, and 
countless revivals, including those at everyone’s high 
school. People sang the songs until rock and roll took 
over; de Mille’s narrative choreography made dream 
ballets the fashion in Broadway dance until Bob Fosse 
and Michael Bennett came to town 

The British revival strives for a simpler kind of 
storytelling. Anthony Lane distills the entire West into a 
setting of symbolic set pieces — a rustic cabin, a 
fence, a wagon — to suggest the wide sweep of the 
unpopulated land. It’s to the credit of Rodgers & 
Hammerstein’s score, the performances by Jackman 
and Hensley, and Nunn’s unsentimenta! viewpoint that 
this television production can hold your attention for 
three hours, despite an exasperating number of corny 
shots of the audience applauding after every song, an 
unnecessary reminder that what you're seeing was shot 
live during an actual performance.

But you are 
probably better off with one of the five 
beers, and why not Tsingtao ($3.50), 
the somewhat malty pilsner imported 
from China. Dessert possibilities are a 
dozen flavors of “tapioca pearls 
desserts” ($3.95). These are more like 
smoothies than “bubble tea,” but have 
the same marble-sized tapioca balls and 
the magnum-caliber straw to suck them 
up. The winner of our flight was taro, 
which sounds a little starchy, but makes 
a vivid purple smoothie with a kind of 
malted-milk effect. Mango was true to 
the fruit flavor, but extremely sweet 
Watermelon was also a pretty accurate 
flavor, but thin, like watermelon juice. 

Service at Yan’s is somewhat friendlier 
than the norm. I actually could have 
pumped the waiter for some of the Chi- 
nese wall specials, and will next time. You 
should, too, although we didn’t hit a

his best film, Orphée/Orpheus (1949; 
December 7 at 2 p.m.), simulated through 
back projection; the camera may be upside 
down or on its side; the film may end up 
being shown in reverse. But nothing else gets 
into the film other than what was there when 
it was shot. The characteristic Cocteau spe- 
cial effect involves reversing time or deform- 
ing movement. In his first film, Le sang d'un

physics.) Cocteau never does this, and the 
question of a simple alternative between real- 
ity and fantasy, or between a bare and 
unadorned reality and a reality enriched by 
fantasy (in the form of some beneficial 
“myth”) is never posed in his films. 

But the more fundamental difference 
between Cocteau and commercial cinema is 
on the level of the image. In Tim Burton’s 
soon-to-be-released fantasy Big Fish, the 
image, when it’s meant to be noticed at all, is 
self-glorifying, patently posed there on the 
screen in order to be oohed and aahed over 
and found pretty or eerie or whatever. The 
film has the same overpriced, oversimplified, 
overcareful quality of bad children’s-book art 
that’s so repellent in the Lord of the Rings 
films: nothing can show up on screen just for 
its own sake, or just because the director 
loved it (whereas in Joe Dante’s Looney 
Tunes: Back in Action, in my book the best 
commercial fantasy film of 2003, anything 
and everything shows up on screen for no 
other reason but that). 

In Cocteau’s La belle et la béte/Beauty and 
the Beast (1946; November 22 at 2:20 p.m. 
and November 28 at 2 p.m.), the image is 
rich, dense, and full. It may extend into off- 
screen space, or it may be self-contained 
(though never to the degree that an image in

it may contain inexplicable, 
wondrous details, but unlike 
the slave images of commer- 
cial films, it’s not determined 
by something else: it exists for 
itself and within a constella- 
tion of images.

Another difference between Cocteau and 
our modern fantasists is that Cocteau never 
thinks about the comfort of the audience, 
except to imagine ways to disturb it. His 
opinion of comfort is clear from the end of 
Orphée, when Orpheus and Eurydice, now 
ensconced in their roles of bourgeois hus- 
band and wife and oblivious of the adven- 
tures that have befallen them, share banal 
endearments while the angel Heurtebise, 
waiting with the Princess to receive their 
eternal punishment for having dared to love 
the two mortals, concludes, “It was neces- 
sary to put them back in their dirty water.” 

Something of the harshness of this con- 
clusion can be found, perhaps, even at the 
end of La belle et la béte, in which the han- 
dling of Beauty’s union with the now hand- 


some Beast is deliberately trivial and mock- 
ing. The lightness of the moment makes it 
impossible not to recall the Beast in his earli- 
er form and remember how much more 
interesting he was. 

Of the six films Cocteau directed, two 
stand slightly apart in that their unreality is 
present only in the form of coincidence and 
a certain abstraction rather than in any 
avowed supernatural element.

There she discovers the rocking 
R&B singer Ruth Brown, whom she 
puts on the road to stardom before 
retiring to Miami. Despite a 12-year 
battle with breast cancer that claims 
her life at age 75, Blanche manages 
to spend that “retirement” as the 
region’s first African-American female disc 
jockey and the founder of Afram House, a 
successful mail-order cosmetics company 
specializing in products for black women. 
This sprightly 13-song musical biography 
has its own fascinating story, one that began 
in 1985 when Chris Calloway found an 
album by her aunt in a record shop while on 
tour in London.

Going electric 


Craig Taborn and the Fender Rhodes 


n the post-everything world of progressive 

jazz, Craig Taborn has become tl ( 

guy on Fender Rhodes electric pia The 
vintage sounds of the early-’70s-era electric 
piano shows up more and more these days 
and Taborn plays the instrument on albums by 
Dave Douglas and Matt Maneri — even on 
an album by the previously keyboard-phobic 
Tim Berne, The Sublime And (Thirsty Ear) 

Miles Davis was the first 
to popularize the Fender 
Rhodes in jazz, converting 
players like Herbie 
Hancock, Keith Jarrett, 
and Chick Corea to it in 
the first stages of the jazz- 
rock fusion revolution. By 
the time of the “jazz ren- 
aissance” of the mid ’80s 
the Fender Rhodes was 
seen as a reminder of the 
bad old days — and that’s not “bad” as in 
“good.” But now, as Taborn reminds me 
when I reach him by phone in New York City 
in the wake of hip-hop, electric piano is being 
seen objectively again, as “just another 
sound.” And with the pan-stylistic approach 
of folks like Douglas, that early-electric Miles 
sounds better and better 

Taborn points out to me that Sun Ra actu- 
ally pioneered the Fender Rhodes as early as 
the 50s, and that Ellington dabbled in it too 
If Taborn has been part of the Fender Rhodes 
revival, it’s in part because he gives it as dis- 
tinctive a sound as he does his acoustic play 
ing. Although Miles planted the Fender 
Rhodes virus, by the late "70s the sound had 
become generic 
Freddie Hubbard would employ a Fender 
Rhodes in his band simply because it was 
fashionable, without otherwise changing his 
music a whit 

Taborn, however, has as much personality 
on the instrument as Chick, Herbie, or Keith 
ever did. A Detroit native, he’s a thoughtful 
player who came up in James Carter’s bands 
playing acoustic, and on his own Light Made 
Lighter (Thirsty Ear), a trio CD from 2001, he 
plays acoustic exclusively, essaying various 
moods and modes in his original composi- 
tions, from Monkish motifs to the Paul 
Bley—like broken melodic lines, outside har- 
monies, even a version of “I Cover the 
Waterfront.” On the surface, it’s a much dif- 
ferent sound that Taborn gets on his electric 
dates — but is that just a matter of the ear 
being fooled by a different timbre? 

The answer is yes and no. “Ultimately, it 
lends itself to a different kind of performance 
technique,” he says of the Rhodes. For one, 
the Rhodes is naturally a lot louder than an 
acoustic piano.

an instrument that had 10 to 15 years of 
development, and the sounds changed. It got a 
lot bellier and a lot more sort of controlled 
later on in the 70s, where you get to that kind 
of Bob James Taxi-theme 
bell-Rhodes sound as 
opposed to the first versions 
of the Fender Rhodes, which 
were a lot raunchier.” 

Taborn prefers those ear- 
lier models, and you can 
hear the raunch when he’s 
playing with Berne or 
Douglas, where he provides 
dissonant color and plenty 
of rhythm. He never over- 
specifies the harmonies, and he can create 
spooky, driving windstorms of sound of the 
kind Miles used to produce by setting three 
pianos at once on stage, or he can simply 
hint at adjacent harmonies. All of which, he 
says, isn’t that different from how he’s 
played acoustically with acoustic-jazz adven- 
turers like Carter and Roscoe Mitchell. “I 
play some of the same chords on the piano, 
but there are definitely things | would do on 
the piano because it’s a more transparent 
instrument that I wouldn’t do on the 
Rhodes. I want to make sure I’m really 
accompanying and not dictating. The 
Rhodes is so strong that when you play 
something on it, it really can dictate, because 
it’s louder and the timbre is much more 
opaque. So you leave more holes. On the 
piano, | would maybe play more sustain 
chords and stuff, which are lovely on the 
Rhodes but they definitely go: ‘Okay, here is 
a specific harmonic space.’ I just try to hint 
at harmonic space and explore voice leading 
as opposed to plunking out specific chords.” 

The other thing Taborn reminds me about 
is that, unlike the synthesizer, the Fender 
Rhodes is an electro-mechanical instrument, 
with levers and hammers and tines, just like a 
“real” piano. And so issues of tuning and voic- 
ings come into play just as they do on a piano, 
as does the action, which varies from instru- 
ment to instrument and can affect rhythmic 
attack. “It makes you swing in a different 
way.” 

He adds that for a long time, the Rhodes 
had a stigma, “right before the coma of jazz. 
For guys who came out in the ’80s, the 
Rhodes is that thing they wanted to get away 
from — that 70s thing.” But for Taborn, 
who's 33 and has played with electronica man 
(and fellow Detroit native) Carl Craig, it’s a 
matter of “let’s use this because it has its own

AND STONE HOUSE: 
ZEITGEIST AT 

THE ZEITGEIST 


Both bands on the double bill last 
Saturday night at Zeitgeist Gallery 
Daniel Levin’s quartet and the collective 
trio Stone House — played with equal 
intensity, but they evinced markedly dif 
ferent styles. Cellist Levin’s set, with 
pianist Steve Lantner, bassist Joe 
Morris, and trumpeter Daniel 
Rosenthal, confirmed what his debut 
CD, Don’t Go It Alone (Riti Records) 
had already suggested: this is a major 
new voice on his instrument and in 
improvised music. Elements of 
European improv and ical 1 
are part of his vocabulary, but his 
zsthetic rests primarily in the jazz tradi 
tion developed over the past half-centu 
ry, with swinging rhythms, structu 
freedom, and blues-informed extended 
techniques. His brooding style calls to 
mind the soulfulness and mus 
tenor sax more than the pretty decorum 
of chamber music 

In Levin’s solo on the opening 
“Underground,” spidery microtonal ges- 
tures thickened into dark, troubled 
chords. On “Sad Song,” his subtly 
inflected phrases, with moaning low 
notes and singing high ones, alluded to 
the blues without his actually playing 
them. On “Unfortunate Situation,” he 
interjected blunt, percussive notes with 
explosive force in the midst of linear pas- 
sages. It’s that sense of a jagged edge 
threatening the delicate flow of the 
music that gives his compositions their 
thrilling drama. And his drummerless 
line-up was in tune with that aspect of 
his music: Lantner’s floating, dancing 
lines and pointed chords meshed espe- 
cially well with Morris’s bass on “Bronx 
#2.” On “Nervous,” Morris, who plays 
bass more often than guitar these days, 
did a solo bristling with the fast, jagged 
lines one hears in his guitar playing, but 
he also showed a feel for the thrumming 
power of the instrument’s lowest notes 
and the propulsive force of funky vamps 

Morris stuck to bass with Stone 
House, a free improvising trio with sax- 
ophonist Rob Brown and drummer 
Luther Gray who also have a debut 
release on Morris's Riti label, Likewise 
This group increased the evening's 
energy level, and their improvisations 
lasted longer. Brown’s solos were relent 
lessly logical, with each phrase growing 
organically out of the previous one 
Sudden flurries of notes would end in 
tiptoeing points of sound that flew off in 
new directions. He colored his lines 
with startling inflections and timbres 
the sounds themselves suggested new 
departures for the music. Morris threw 
all his resources — rhythmic vamps, 
interval-hopping counter-melodies, and 
walking lines — into these extended 
jams; Gray unleashed a cascade of cym- 
bal patterns with flickers of snare, tom 
and bass drums that poked and prod- 
ded. It was exhilarating stuff, bursting 
with variety and surprise, vitality, and 
uplifting energy. When I left at mid- 
night, they were in the middle of a third 
piece and still searching.

Singer/guitarist Brett Rosenberg is one 
of the folks who’ve been leading the 
resurgence in Boston. Still in his mid 20s, 
he’s made a load of music in the past few 
years, and he’ll be playing IPO with three 
different bands: his own Brett Rosenberg 
Problem, the Rudds, and Army of Jasons 
(this last is a fine melodic outfit led by 
Geoff Hayton, who also plays bass in the 
Problem). Although rooted in classic pop, 
Rosenberg’s songwriting has taken in 
some guitar heroics and ’60s soul — 
along with less trendy influences, like his 
enduring love for Billy Joel. “We get a lot 
of power-pop people at our shows, but we 





get a certain crossover with the college- 
geek thing people who would normally 
be sitting at home listening to singer 
songwriters.” Pondering the power-pop 
movement, he notes that “there are a lot 
of bands out there who want to pretend 
the last 20 years never ened 

which isn’t necessarily a bad thing. To me, 
power pop is something that started when 
a lot of leftover punk started trying 
to sound like the Beatles. But you also 
hear a lot of bands that sound like Big 
Star, with the edge taken out. Maybe we 
can get the edge back if we find a way to 
make everybody as miserable as Big Star.” 

Some of his own influences are a bit 
more contemporary. “I was 15 years old 
and still in my punk-rock phase when 
Guided by Voices came out. I heard them 
and thought, wow you could be a con- 
temporary artist and write something with 
a melody that’s really short but still has 
that sense of melancholy that makes it 
relate to your life. That’s when I realized 
that you didn’t have to be angry all the 
time; you could make m and enjoy it.” 

Rosenberg’s forthcoming Shock Twins 
(due next year on Sodapop) will probably 
pick up some GbV comparisons, if only 
because it’s a homemade album with 19 
fairly short tracks. But it also finds him 
cutting loose as a songwriter, working in 
a wide range of styles some dark and 
moody, some ridiculously hooky. The 
tracks were recorded as band demos 
before he decided t l them as is 
guess I was tired of mak ecords that 
sounded like everybody els | 
apt oach is a lot cheap 1ere are a lot 
of mistakes on it, but people like to hear 
mistakes; it’s comforting. And the mi 
takes you make can be more indicative of 
who you are.

The Flashcubes were around before 
power pop was a movement. Originally 
based in Syracuse, they wer« of many 
bands who caught the pow bug in 
the late had ¢ t for years, 
then split up by the turn of the decade 
And like many bands of their era, they got 
more famous after the fact: their one and 
only single, “Christi Girl,” was included 
on the Rhino label’s power-pop compila 
tion Come Out & Play (1993). A British 
Invasion—style ballad, “Christi Girl” fea- 
tures jangly R.E.M. guitar years before

later, Goldmine did a feature on 


the Flashcubes and they became official 
cult heroes. They’ve been doing on-off 
reunion gigs ever since, joined sometimes 
by Ducky Carlisle a friend and sound 
man from the Syracuse days, now a 
prominent Boston producer. 

“T have no idea how it [the band’s 
revival] happened, but I’m glad it did,” 
guitarist Paul Armstrong tells me. “The 
band started because we were all record 
collectors who worked at the same chain 
of music stores in upstate New York. We 
did pretty well back in the day; we were 
pretty big in Syracuse, started playing all 
over the place, and we had people talking. 
But we were all in our early 20s, so we 
were pretty young and stupid; we never 
got it together and moved to New York 
[City] like we should have.” Armstrong 
moved to Boston instead; he’s been in 
town since 1983 and has led the bands 1- 
4-5 and the Richards. 

The Flashcubes have taken better care 
of business the second time around, 
releasing three CDs: a live disc, an 
anthology of the old tapes, and a new stu- 
dio album, Brilliant (out next year on 
Northside). Last Christmas, they were 
Pp d to open a New York show for cur- 
rent buzz band the Star Spangles. They’ve 
even been accorded the ultimate power- 
pop honor: getting big in Japan. After 
meeting some Japanese promoters at a 
previous IPO, the Flashcubes went over 
and played some well-received shows — 
not quite at Budokan, but at a couple of 
500-seat clubs in Tokyo. 

“It’s all happening because of ‘Christi 
Girl’ — all the record collectors keep 
finding out about that song,” Armstrong 
says. “And it wasn’t even typical of what 
we did — we did the occasional minor 
chord, but we were really a punk band that 
dabbled in power pop. We still live in dif- 
ferent locations, so it’s not a full-time gig 
at all. It feels like it did when we were 
young — the band’s a little club you have 
where you get to hang out with your bud- 
dies.” 

Being in a revived pop group has other 
advantages. Armstrong recalls sharing a 
recent Chicago bill with members of that 
city’s obscure pop heroes Pezband. “I go 
to the bathroom and realize I’m standing 
right next to [bassist] Mike Gorman. And 
I’m thinking, “Wow, here I am taking a 
leak right next to someone from the 
Pezband!’ ”

**x*x1/2 Michelle Malone & the 
Low-Down Georgia Revue, 
STOMPIN’ GROUND (Daemon/ 
SBS). On her latest studio record- 
ing, singer-songwriter Michelie Mal- 
one displays the maturity of a Dylan 
disciple with her own personal 
agenda. Blues and roots are fused 
into her brand of folk rock, which 
has developed over the course of a 
decade in which she’s released 
everything from loose live record- 
ings to a major-label effort that fell 
between the commercial cracks. But 
here she demonstrates both the 
songwriting talent and the artistic 
depth to be regarded as a performer 
in the same vein as commercial and 
critical successes like Sheryl Crow, 
Melissa Etheridge, and Lucinda 
Williams. 

“Moanin’ Coat” is a reflective, 
melancholy, Southern-flavored rock 
tune marked by Malone’s raspy- 
voiced and Janis Joplin—style deliv- 
ery — it’s her “Piece of my Heart.” “I 
wish that | could wrap you up in my 
moanin’ coat,” she sings, as desire 
mingles with longing, lust, and ten- 
derness and a gospel choir chants 
“Be my rolling stone” as a back- 
drop. “Honeysuckle Lullaby,” the 
disc’s most accessible, hook-filled 
number, shows off her keen ear for 
pop; “Flagpole” and “Camera” re- 
veal her raucous rock-and-roll 
heart. Blues chordings come into 
play on “Snack N Shack,” and she 
gives us her take on the woes of life 
on the road with “Samsonite.” Writ- 
ten, recorded, and co-produced by 
Malone in just a two-week period, 
Stompin’ Ground has the spontane- 
ity and the polish of a songwriter 
who's mastered her craft.

Cactus 
responds with her best vocal at- 
tempts on Sait-N-Pepa’s “Push It 
and KC & the Sunshine Band's 
Get Down Tonight,” both of which 
bring to mind a drunken night out 
at a karaoke bar.

Monokini is no less eclectic or 
appealing. The disc boasts every-
